IMPRISON TRIBUNE

PARIS, Jan. 5.—Apparently incur- 
ring the dictatorial displeasure as a 
result of his dispatches relating to the 
grave situation which was precipitated 
by the Fascisti clamp upon Italy, THe 
TRIBUNE's Rome correspondent, Ca- 
millo Cianfarra, was arrested tonight. 
He was released a few hours later. 

This word reached the Paris bureau 
of Tue TRiBUNe through Mr. Chap- 
man, a TRIBUNE photographer, who 
evidently feared to wire details. saying 
only that Mr. Cianfarra was being held 
in custody. 

Mr. Cianfarra, who is well known in 
America, having served as a corre- 
spondent for the International News 
Service, both in New York and Rome 
for many years, enjoys the highest rep- 
utation in his profession, having main- 
tained a high standard of journalistic 
veracity and accuracy in the many 
stories of world wide interest he has 
handled. 

Mr. Cianfarra, who has been doing 
temporary relief work in the absence 
of a regular member of THz TRIBUNE 
staff, was the first one to communicate 
to the outside worid the grave turn of 
events which resulted from the present 
Italian crisis.

THE SAZERAC COCKTAIL. 


“What irresistible magnet, dear children, drew 
grandfather back to quaint New Orleans every 
February? Think you it was the merry spirit of 
the Mardi Gras? Or the brilliant sunshine of lazy 
winter days? Or mayhap even one of the delecta- 
ble aukhurn-haired, gray-eyed, freckle-powdered 
beauties for which New Orleans is so justly fa- 
mous? No—it was none of these. For grandfather 
had once “trod the circuit,” and its lure was for- 
ever upon him. 

First came Ramos’—home of the gin fizz—where 
Ramos himself directed a large corps of trained 
Abyssinian cocktail shakers.

Decorah, Ia., Dec. 29.—The disastrous 
results attending lack of gun elevation 
were illustrated in the attack on Fort 
Trinity in 1864. Thomas Selfridge made 
the attack with five boats, putting the 
Ouichita, commanded by Byron Wilson,

He had no more than deposited his 
lc sgage in his room than he was sum- 
moned to a conference in which rep- 
resentatives of the governor are said 
to have offered to accept the autonomy 
program except for the naming of 
Senator Harry G. Wright of De Kalb 
as chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee. 

This proposal is said to have come 
from Senator Jolin Daily of Peoria, 
now one of Gov. Small’s counsel in the 
state interest suit, whom the present 
session organization problems threat- 
ened to separate from Senator Barr, 
his close associate for twenty years in 
senate matters. 

The report ran that the governor 
would accept Barr as president pro 
tem. and Senator Frederick B. Roose 
as chairman of the caucus, but would 
insist upon Senator Richard Meents, 
representing his own home district,

The United States claims $350,000.- 
000 for damages to persons and prop- 
erty by Germany during the war, most 
of which is for shipping sunk and lives 
lost on torpedoed vessels, and $255.- 
000,000 for keeping the doughboys 
on the Rhine for five years. 

May Be Charged for ZR-3. 

If the allies agree to the American 
demands and allocate the $350,000,000 
in question, the United States must 
either surrender all property held as 
security, shipping and other commodi- 
ties, or write off from its demands the 
equivalent of their values. The 
Leviathan, America, President Grant. 
Lincoln, and other big German liners, 
now operated by the government. 
either must be handed back to the 
German government or their values 
deducted from the American claim. 

Even the cost of the Zeppelin, ZR-3. 
recently delivered, may be charged 


against the American claims, although

The finance conference must decide

Secretary Hughes has taken up the 
most recent British note contending 
that the full amount of American war 
claims against Germany should not be 
chargeable against annuities to be paid 
by Germany under the Dawes plan. 
The secretary reaffirming the attitude 
of the Washington government that 
the American claims were entitled to 
equal treatment with those of the al- 
Ned governments in the allocation of 
German payments by the eonference. 

The Washington government does 
not see that there is anything about 
the claims which requires reference to 
arbitration as suggested in London.
